tack was mounted with 520 planes 
against Orel a few days ago. 


Tass, the Russian News Agency, 


said a considerable fighter force 
attempted to inctrcept the Russian 
planes, but while Russian fighters 
fought them off the big bombers 
went on to their objectives.

Africa, June 12 — (JP) —More than 
10,000 Italians were taken prison- 
er in the capture of Pantelleria, it 
was announced officially today. 


Not a single casually occurred 


among the Allied troops who land- 
ed on the island, so far as is known. 


The entire group of prisoners on 


Pantelleria apparently was without 
a German among them. 


Three thousand of the prisoners 


were cnroutc to the mainland this 
afternoon and the others 
w e r e 


awaiting transportation.

accompanied by the 


official statement that capitulation 
of the island occurred precisely ac- 
cording to plan.
